Small Tractors and Meat Cattle Stop 
On Free List 


Ottawa, — Gasoline farm tractors 
costing less than $1,400 remain on the 
free list “until otherwise provided 
for.” Meat cattle remain on the free 
list for another year, dating from 
Feb. 7, 1919, 

Both were originally placed on the 
free list for one year, dating from 
Feb, 7, 1918. By further order-in- 
council, the period in which “Remis- 
sion and refund of duty” are author- 
ized is now extended as indicated. 

An additional order has been pas- 
sed, granting a drawback of 99 per 
cent. of the duty paid on imported 
materials used after the 7th day of 
February, 1919, in the manufacture of 
gas or gasoline traction engines for 
farm purposes and repairs thereof, 
and in the manufacture of traction 
attachments and repairs with automo- 
biles in Canada for use as_ traction 
engines for farm purposes, 

It is understood that the number 
of these engines imported for farm 
purposes has been several thousand 
per annum, while the quantity man- 
ufactured in Canada each year has 
been less than 5 per cent, of impor- 
tations,

Alberta Cities are Promised Assis- 
tance for Education 

Edmonton, Alta, — In answer to a 
delegation of mayors from the prin- 
cipal cities of the province which 
waited upon Hon. Geo, P, Smith, 
minister of education, asking that the 
government assume the entire re- 
sponsibility for secondary education 
in Alberta, maintaining all high 
schools from government funds; the 
minister stated that the proposed 
government control of high schools

League Fulfils 
World Wide Need 


In Itself Has Made the War Worth 
Fighting 
London, — Former Premier As- 
quith, addressing a great mass meet- 
ing at Albert Hall, in support of a 
league of nations, said that rarely had 
so great an ideal passed so rapidly 
into practice. It fulfills a world-wid- 
need and must have a world-wide or- 
ganization, he declared. 


Mr. Asquith said it had been ac- 
cepted in principle by the statesmen 
at the Paris conference and that it in 
itself had made the war worth fight- 
ing. He emphasized that the league 
must :ealously respect the sover- 
eignty of! the states, great and small, 
which are its members within her 
own demains and over their affairs. 
Temptations to war must be removed 
by the prohibition of conscription and 
the scaling down of armaments. He 
added that nationalization or inter- 
nationalization in the sense of effec- 
tive control of the manufacture and 
transportation of munitions might_be 
necessary as an additional precaution. 

In closing, Mr. Asquith emphasized 
the importance of the league in view 
of social unrest and upheaval and 
suggested that a league of classes 
was perhaps no more utopian than a 
league of nations seemed five _ years 
ago. 


British Air. Force Casualties 16,623- 

London, — The total of British 
casualties in the air service for the 
entire period of the war was 16,623. 
Of this number 6,166 were killed and 
7,345 wounded, ~The remainder are 
missing or known to have been tak- 
en prisoner,

Have Reached Agreement 


Italy Will Give Disputed Islands to 
Greece v4 

Paris; — I have reason to -believe 
that Italy and Greece have reached 
an agreement outside the official con- 
ference concerning their -respective 
claims, says a U, S, correspondent, 
The first point touches the so-called 
Dodecanese Islands, These islands, 
which are inhabited by Greeks, were 
taken from Turkey in the Tripolitan 
war and held by Italy as a gage of 
Turkey’s good faith. The treaty of 
London of 1916 ensured their posses- 
sion to Italy, Now that country ap- 
parently agrees to give these islands 
to Greece in accordance with the prin- 
ciple of nationality. 

In return Greece agrees to interna- 
tionalize the Straits of Corfu and sup- 
port Italy’s claim to keep possession 
of the region of Avlona, while /taly 
agrees to support the Greek claims in 
the Epirus, Greece will make no ob- 
jections to Italy's possible desire for 
a trusteeship over Albania,
